PLEADS GUILTY 
TOBOOTLEGGING 


With a jury selected and the 
stage all set for the trial of Luther 
Minerd of Needles, charged with 
selling liquor, the proceedings in 
Superior Court Tuesday were halt- 
ed when the defendant entered a 
plea of guilty and waived time for 
pronouncing of sentence. 

After discharging the jury, Judge 
Benjamin F. Warmer imposed a 
fine of $250 against Minerd, in 
default of which he must serve 125 
days in the county jail. The pris- 
oner was remanded to the custody 
of the sheriff, pending the pay- 
ment of the fine. Minerd wired to 
friends in Needles, from whom he 
expects to obtain funds for pay- 
ing the fine. 

Minerd was one of ‘the men ar- 
rested during a series of raids con- 
ducted several weeks ago by Dis- 
trict Attorney George H. Johnson 
and Deputy Sheriff Jack H. Brown. 
The defendant, who has lost his 
right hand as 2, result of a gun- 
shot wound, presented to the court 
several letters from influential 
men in Needles, attesting to his 
good character in that community. 

The defense offered by Minerd 
when asked by Judge Warmer to 
explain why he violated the Wright 
Act, was that he sold the liquor 
for the proprietor of the garage 
where he was working, and that 
when a sale was made the re 
ceipts were rung up on the cash 
register the same as money Te 
ceived for repair work or other 
garage bills. He denied receiving 
any of the money himself. 

In imposing the fine, Judge 

Warmer declared that he was be- 
ing more lenient than he would if 
the defendant were not physically 
handicapped. A physical handicap 
does not make a just cause for a 
man to do these things, Judge 
Warmer said. 
“{ realize,” said Judge Warmer, 
“that the loss of time by impris- 
onment will mean more to you 
than it would mean to a normal 
man because the loss of time 
will mean the loss of money, and 
you‘ can not earn money as read- 
ily as a person with two hands. 
‘I am, therefore, going to give your 
friends an opportunity to help you 
out of this.”

Again Arrested 

Freed Tuesday morning after a 
jury in the recorder’s court had 
found him not guilty on a boot- 
legging charge, T. P. Rogers, 
local oil worker, was re-arrested 
Tuesday afternoon on a similar 
charge.
